Dear  Members  of  the  Class  of  1969: 

Down  through  the  ages  men  have  echoed  Pilate’s 
half  cynical,  half  despairing  question,  "What  is  truth?” 
The  question,  you  recall,  was  Pilate’s  answer  to  Jesus’ 
statement  before  him:  "I  am  come  to  bear  witness  to 
the  truth.”  And  in  every  age  men  have  tried  to  arrive 
at  the  answer  to  that  question  and  to  establish  the  na¬ 
ture  of  truth. 

There  are  those  who  say  that  truth  must  be  made. 
Truth  is  whatever  we  say  it  is.  Truth  is  changeable, 
differing  according  to  time  and  circumstances.  If  a 
thing  is  workable  and  practical,  it  represents  truth. 

There  are  others,  again,  who  say  that  truth  must  be 
experienced.  It  is  there  from  the  beginning,  but  in 
large  part  it  is  hidden  from  us.  And  so,  from  one  age 
to  another,  philosophers  probe  more  deeply  into  the 
meaning  of  truth  and  arrive  at  new  insights  concern¬ 
ing  the  nature  of  life,  of  the  world,  of  man,  and  of 
God.  As  time  goes  on,  science  continues  the  march  of 
progress,  uncovering  more  and  more  of  the  mysteries 
of  life  and  the  universe,  and  making  man  the  master 
of  nature  and  of  his  own  destiny. 

But  there  are  those  who  say  that  truth  is  not  only 


made  or  experienced,  but  revealed.  These  are  the 
Christians  who  have  arrived  at  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth  not  by  their  own  reason  or  strength,  but  by 
the  enlightenment  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  leads  into 
all  truth. 

During  your  years  at  Martin  Luther  High  School, 
I  hope  that  you  have  learned  to  know  the  answer 
to  Pilate’s  question,  "What  is  truth?”  For  we  have 
heard  our  Savior  say:  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and 
the  life.”  He  is  not  really  truthful;  He  is  truth  itself. 
And  that  truth  He  imparts  to  us  and  binds  it  upon 
our  hearts. 

That  is  the  truth  that  He  is  the  eternal  God  and 
our  Savior.  That  is  the  truth  that  salvation  is  ours 
not  by  personal  merit,  but  alone  by  the  grace  of  God 
in  Christ.  That  is  the  truth  of  tlie  cross  and  of  the 
open  tomb.  Possessing  that  truth,  we  know  how  to  live 
and  we  know  how  to  die. 

May  this  Jesus  Christ,  King  of  creation,  Lord  of 
the  nations,  and  Savior  of  your  soul,  guide  and  keep 
you  in  His  truth  as  you  graduate  and  step  out  into 
the  world.  God  be  with  you  always.

As  you  look  through  this  book  you  are  probably  reminiscing  on  the  years  that  you 
spent  at  Martin  Luther  High  School.  As  I  write  this  page  (which  is  likely  to  be  my 
last)  I  cannot  help  but  reminisce  on  my  last  nine  years  at  Martin  Luther  High  School. 

I  would  like  to  share  some  of  these  thoughts  with  you. 

Nine  years  ago  this  spring  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  given  the  assignment  to  organize 
the  first  Lutheran  high  school  in  the  Brooklyn-Queens  area.  At  this  time  the  Lutheran 
High  School  Association  was  anxious  to  open  their  first  school.  The  school  had  no 
name,  no  building  and  no  staff.  It  was  my  task  to  organize  the  school,  staff,  and  student 
body  into  a  Christian  educational  institution.  Our  first  entrance  examination  was  admin¬ 
istered  in  April,  I960.  By  June  the  first  full-time  staff  (Mr.  Steinberg,  Mrs.  Geisler, 
and  myself)  was  selected.  We  prepared  and  equipped  the  buildings  of  Christ  Lutheran 
Church  in  Woodside  during  the  summer.  In  September  the  first  class  of  sixty-five  stu¬ 
dents  brought  The  Lutheran  High  School  of  Queens  into  being.  A  group  of  part-time 
instructors  (Mrs.  Lindemann  and  Revs.  Hinz,  Metzger,  Steege,  and  Riedel)  rounded 
out  the  staff.  Mrs.  Sailer  was  our  part-time  secretary.  The  following  spring  Rev.  Hinz  was 
called  as  director  of  the  Lutheran  High  School  Association  of  New  York  City  and 
headmaster  of  the  school.  Miss  Ernst  was  added  as  his  secretary. 

The  years  have  gone  by.  Our  school  has  a  name  and  its  own  buildings.  The  student 
body  and  staff  have  both  grown.  Now  you,  the  sixth  graduation  class  of  Martin  Luther 
High  School  are  preparing  to  leave. 

It  is  a  good  thing  to  stop  and  reflect  on  the  past.  As  I  look  back  on  the  last  nine 
years  I  see  many  mistakes;  many  things  that  could  have  been  done  differently.  God 
had  His  hand  in  the  work  of  Martin  Luther  High  School,  however,  and  His  goodness 
has  shown  itself  in  the  growth  of  our  school  and  in  the  lives  of  the  many  students  and 
staff  members  who  have  been  a  part  of  this  family. 

During  the  past  years  all  of  us  have  made  mistakes.  During  the  years  to  come  we 
will  all  make  more  mistakes.  We  can  learn  from  the  past  mistakes  and  they  will  help 
us  perform  in  a  much  better  way,  and  the  lives  which  we  present  to  our  Lord  will 
continually  reflect  more  and  more  His  image.  When  we  set  our  goal  in  life  to  be  that 
of  perfect  service  to  our  Lord,  we  can  be  rest  assured  that  our  lives  will  be  full  of  sat¬ 
isfaction.  We  can  take  to  heart  the  words  of  Saint  Paul,  "all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  who  love  God,  to  them  who  have  been  called  according  to  His  purpose.” 

The  problem  we  face  is  not  that  of  making  a  mistake  but  continuing  in  the  mistake. 
C.  S.  Lewis  put  it  this  way,  "I  do  not  think,  that  all  who  choose  wrong  roads  perish; 
but  their  rescue  consists  in  being  put  back  on  the  right  road  ...  If  we  insist  on  keeping 
Hell  (or  even  earth)  we  shall  not  see  Heaven,  if  we  accept  Heaven  we  shall  not  be 
able  to  retain  even  the  smallest  and  most  intimate  souvenirs  of  Hell  (or  earth)  .  .  . 
any  man  who  reaches  Heaven  will  find  that  what  he  abandoned  .  .  .  was  precisely  noth¬ 
ing  .  .  .  earth,  if  put  second  to  Heaven,  will  have  been  from  the  beginning  a  part  of 
Heaven  itself.” 

No  one  really  knows  what  he  will  be  doing  in  the  year  to  come.  My  goal  is  clear 
to  me,  however.  I  am  setting  my  eyes  on  Heaven  and  hope  to  find  it  everywhere.  Will 
you  join  me?

The  60-member  staff  was  headed  by  a  vet¬ 
eran  editorial  board:  Robert  Atwood,  managing  editor;  Sharon  Mares,  news 
editor;  Kenneth  Puccio,  sports  editor;  William  Wolters,  layout  and  pho¬ 
tography  editor;  and  Scott  McDougall,  feature  editor. 

Throughout  the  year,  TRIANGLE  sponsored  many  features  which  helped 
to  build  interest  in  the  student  body.  Among  these  efforts  were  special 
sports  editions  which  highlighted  the  varsity  athletic  squads,  an  "April 
Fool’s”  edition,  and  a  number  of  contests. 

The  TRIANGLE  was  credited  with  two  special  achievements  during 
1969.  The  paper  was  given  a  second  place  rating  by  the  Columbia  Scho¬ 
lastic  Press  Association  and  was  admitted,  with  Invictus,  into  the  Quill  and 
Scroll  Society. 
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A  Cappella  Choir 


Another  first  in  the  history  of  the  Music  Department  of  Martin  Luther  High  School 
took  place  on  April  23rd,  24th,  and  25th.  The  A  Cappella  Choir  made  its  first  Choir 
Concert  Tour,  singing  in  Old  Westbury,  Long  Island;  Albany,  New  York;  and  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts. 

The  A  Cappella  Choir  is  a  selected  group  of  45  voices,  chosen  from  the  main  school 
choir  of  250  voices.  The  Tour  lasted  from  Wednesday  through  Saturday  and  the  Choir 
traveled  via  Greyhound  Bus. 

The  Concerts  were  given  at  Redeemer  Lutheran  Church,  Old  Westbury;  Our  Savior 
Lutheran  Church,  Albany;  and  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Springfield,  Mass.  At  each 
destination,  the  Choir  was  treated  with  great  hospitality  and  enjoyed  their  stay  at  their 
hosts’  homes.

The  members  of  the  choir  were  joined  in  this  vocal  accomplishment  by  four  professional  soloists:  Miss  Mary 
Georgas,  soprano;  Miss  Ruth  Reynolds,  contralto;  Mr.  Richard  Shadley,  tenor;  and  Mr.  Craig  Timberlake,  bass. 
An  orchestra  of  30  local  musicians  provided  musical  accompaniment  for  the  singers.
